Meat: Russia 
and the Allies 


Russia crumbled away and 
failed the Allies largely through 
lack of food, according to an 
American eyewitness. 
With plentiful reserves and 
resources virtually untouched, her 
people starved at home and at 
the front because there was no 
adequate organization to place 
food where it was needed. 
Animals on the hoof were 
shipped thousands of miles to 
the various fronts, wasting trans­ 
portation facilities required for 
other purposes. 
They arrived 
shrunken and emaciated, to be 
killed and dressed amidst filth 
and confusion behind the lines. 
Half of those brought from 
Siberia, it is said, perished on the 
way; many more were unfit for 
food. 
On the other hand, the American 
packers turned live stock into meat in 
large sanitary plants located in the 
producing sections, and shipped the 
product under refrigeration so that it 
reached the trenches in France in 
perfect condition, without waste. 


Says Our Authority: 


“Had such facilities for cold storage 
transportation been available to the 
Russian supply com m ittee as w ere 
placed at the disposal of the quarter- 
m aster of the United States by Swift

TWELVE DAYS UTTERLY LOST 


Short Period in Which No Record <k 
American History Was Kept, 
and the Reason. 


Twelve days in the history of Ameiv 
lea are blank, an exchange remarks. 
If you should try to learn what hap­ 
pened In the period between Septem­ 
ber 3 and September 13, 1752, you will 
find no records, for those dates do not 
exist. 
Under the old style calendar, 
September 2, 1752, fell on Wednesday. 
The next day the Gregorian or new 
style calendar was adopted by Great 
Britain and her American colonies, and 
the date set forward to September 14. 
Up to this time the Julian calendar 
had been followed by the English- 
speaking world. As reformed by Julius 
Caesar in 46 B. C. it made the year 
consist of 303 days and six hours, with 
an extra day added to February each 
fourth year to account for the six 
hours. 
This was the most accurate 
calendar year yet devised, but it was 
11 minutes and 14 seconds longer than 
the true solar year of 365 days, 5 hours, 
48 minutes and 46 seconds, amounting 
to a day in 128 years. 
I’ope Gregory XIII corrected this 
about 1582 by dropping ten days from 
the calendar and ordaining that on the 
one hundredth year in three out of 
every four centuries the extra day for 
leap year should not be counted. Six­ 
teen hundred was a leap year and 2000 
will be one, but 1700, 1800 and 1900 
were not. 
Even this calendar is 36 
seconds too fast, amounting to a year 
in 3,323 years, so when 4000 comes 
around it will have to be robbed of its 
leap year day to correct this differ­ 
ence. 
The Gregorian calendar was adopted 
in Catholic conntries, including France, 
Italy, Spain and Portugal, in 1582, and 
within a short time by the Germans, 
Swiss and Hungarians, hut not until 
1752 by England and her great colonial 
empire.

The New Tax Law 


When the peo ple o f Indiana hav e 
an o ppo rtu nity to see the wo rkings 
o f the new tax law, many who hav e 
been o ppo sed to it mill u ndo u btedly 
be « co nv erted. 
It « will 
at least no t 
cau se any mo re hardships than hav e 
been bo rne u nder the o ld tax laws 
and it represents a step ..fo rward in 
tax ing 
legislatio n 
becau se 
it 
straightens o u t the co mplicated and 
inv o lv ed tax atio n 
statu tes co v ering 
mo re than a sco re o f y ears. 
The new law is designed to lessen 
so me o f the bu rdens o f tax atio n. It 
is declared by tho se who hav e ear­ 
nestly desired the passage o f 
the 
bill that the 
perso n who has been 
pay ing his ju st pro po rtio n o f tax es 
has no thing to fear. The law places 
mo re o f the bu rden o n the tax pay ers 
who hav e been escaping their share 
by v alu atio ns co mparativ ely smaller 


The principal o ppo sitio n to the tax 
law has been du e 
to 
igno rance o f 
it-s pro v isio ns and what it is ex pect­ 
ed to do . 
Its o ppo nents 
co u ld no t 
u nderstand that with the increase in 
v alu atio ns there wo u ld l» e a decrease 
in the tax rate. 
Their main argu ­ 
ment was that if the assessed v alu e 


o f their pro perty were do ubled, they 
wo u ld natu rally 
hav e to pay twice 
as mu ch in tax es. They 'did no t, a nd 
io me do no t 
y dt, fo r tha t ma tter, 
take into co nsideratio n 
the ¿act that 
the rev enu e 
to be riwao d nex t y ear 
will be no larger 
th« n that raised 
this y ear. They did no t ta ke into 
acco u nt that if the v a lua tio n 
is do u ­ 
bled and the ex penses are the same, 
the tax rate wo u ld be helf as large 
nex t y ear as this. 
The tax law 
wo u ld 
hav e 
been 
mu ch stro nger if the legislatu re had 
seen fit to leav e in the clau se pro ­ 
v iding fo r the assessment o f intan­ 
gibles o n an inco me pro du cing basis. 
With the tax rates redu ced by o ne- 
half o r mo re, 
there is pro spect o f

and the Allies 


Russia crumbled away and 


failed the Allies largely through 
•lack of food, according to an 
American eyewitness. 


With plentiful reserves and 


resources virtually untouched, her 
people starved at home and at 
the front because there was no 
adequate organization to place 
food where it was needed. 


Animals on the hoof were 


shipped thousands of miles to 
the various fronts, wasting trans- 
portation facilities required for 
other purposes. 
They arrived 


shrunken and emaciated, to be 
killed and dressed amidst filth 
and confusion behind the lines. 
Half of those brought from 
Siberia, it is said, perished on the 
way; many more were unfit for 
food. 


On the other hand, the American, 


packers turned live stock into meat in 
large sanitary plants located in the 
producing sections, and shipped the 
prodviet under refrigeration so that it 
reached the trenches in France in 
perfect condition, without waste.

"Had such facilities for cold storage 
' 


transportation been available to the 
Russian supply committee as were 
placed at the disposal of the quarter- 
master of the United States by Swift 
ft Company, there might have been 
a different story concerning Russia's 
part in the final drama of the war."

Concerning the value of banana flonr 


there is no possible question. Henry 
M.-Stanley, while he was in Darkest 
Africa, tested that matter thoroughly. 
For something like two years it was 
one of the staple foods on which he 
lived, and his testimony regarding- it 
is both clear and convincing, though 
the flour he had was made in the most 
primitive fashion, by the natives 
among whom he was living, and was 
not comparable, save in the single 
particular of cost, with the flour tliat 
has been produced and is being pro- 
duced today In New Tork city. 


The world's available supply of "ba- 


nanas is practically inexhaustible. 
Growing wild as the banana does with 
all the excessive prodigality of trop- 
ical vegetation, in localities far out- 
side the ken of civilization, there is 
no way of estimating the possible ex- 
tent of the annual crop, but it may be 
Said that enough bananas to feed the 
world grow somewhere each year.

LEIPZIG IS CAPTURED 


Znrichj March 12.—'Leipzig has 


been captured by the government 
troops, which inflicted severe defeat 
on the -Spartacans, it was reported 
in a dispatch Ifrom Berlin today. 


Twelve days in the history of Amer- 


ica are blank, 'an exchange remarks. 
H you should try to learn what hap- 
pened in -the period between Septem- 
ber 3 and September 13, 1752, you will 
find no records, for those dates do not 
exist. Under the old style calendar, 
September 2, 1752, fell on Wednesday. 
The next day the Gregorian or new 
style calendar was adopted by Great 
Britain and her American colonies, and 
the date set forward to September 14. 


Up to tliis time the Julian calendar 


had been followed by the English- 
speaking world. As reformed by Julius 
Caesar in 46 B. C. it made' the year 
consist of 365 days and six hours, with 
an extra day added to February each 
fourth year to account for the six 
hours. This was the most accurate 
calendar year yet devised, but it was 
11 minutes and 14 seconds longer than 
the true solar year of 365 days, 5 hours. 
48 minutes and 4.6 seconds, amounting 
'to a day in 128 years. 


Pope Gregory XHI corrected this 


about 1582 by dropping ten days from 
the calendar and ordaining that on the 
one hundredth year In three out of 
every four centuries the extra day for 
leap year should not be counted. Six- 
teen hundred was a leap year and 2000 
will be one, but 1700, 1800 and 1900 
were not. Even this calendar is 36 
seconds too fast, amounting to a year 
in 3,323 years, so when 4000 comes 
around it will have to be robbed of its 
leap year day to correct this differ- 
ence. 


The Gregorian calendar was adopted 


in Catholic countries, including France, 
Italy, Spain and Portugal, in 1582, and 
within a short time by the Germans," 
Swiss and Hungarians, but not until 
1752 by England and her great colonial 
empire.

speeding up processes, the inaugura- 
tion and organization of government' 
programs of construction, arrange-' 
ments for supplying materials for: the 
yards and for obtaining skilled, arti- 
sans from the fighting service*, and , 
all of the advantages in the -way of strcngtn of 
expediting output which were 
low the introduction of standardized 
and'fabricated and assembled ships. 


The fact is, of course, that no of- 


ficial programs can be carried out 
without man-power, and the man- 
power of-the shipyards of the "United 
Kingdom is not capable of maintaining 
and Increasing the effective strength of 
the British navy-—as it had to be main- 
tained so -long as Germany, was ;a 
naval power which bad to be reckoned 
with—and at the same time of in- 
creasing mercantile output at the ex- 
ceptional rate which would have been 
necessary to cope with the German 
submarine menace in its work in its 
most virulent form. 


Par Behind 1913's Record. 


The figures now published show that 


the work of the United Kingdom 
shipyards In 1918 was far behind,that 
of 1913, which was the record .year 
and also the last complete pre-war 
year, 
In those twelve months i the 


tot^l consisted of 1,474 vessels,, of 
'2,263,933 tons and 2,661,260! i'." 1). pi, 
so that while there was the extraordi- 
nary increase over the previous United 
Kingdom's best of some 1,600,000 horse: 
power, there were decreases of 229. 
in number of vessels and of 367,522 
tons, in measurement of vessels 
launched, 
.

The Increase in horse power is, ..ex- 


plained, of course, by the relatively 
higher power of the machinery in- 
stalled in war vessels, especially in 
destroyers, as compared with -merchant 
vessels, and by the fact that a-very 
large number of destroyers were built; 
but the explanation of the lower ton- 
nage'Is to be found in another direc- 
tion altogether—In the fact that it 
has riot been found possible to divert 
from naval'work, and "especially from 
naval overhauling and repairing, and 
from the: reconstruction of those ves- 
sels which were salved after being tpr- 
pedoed or mined, a sufficient number 
of men and a sufficient amount of ma- 
terials to enable work on new mer- 
chant vessels to make satisfactory 
progress.

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building could and would rise to tin 
height of the great occasion. Whethei 
it would ultimately have done so is 
now only a matter of academic dis- 
cussion. Certainly, so far -as avail 
able figures show, it did not seem 
when the armistice was signed, tha 
it was likely to do so in the then near 
future. 


The wonder work of the war periox 


is to be found not in mercantile ship- 
building, but in naval; and above al 
things in navnl engineering. Taking 
the record of the Clyde alone, we flm 
that during the war 481 vessels o 
770,347 tons and 6,093,830 i. h. p. were 
constructed, as additions to the nava 


country. 


In this total there are included no 


merchant vessels ordered by the gov 
eminent (so that the standard ship- 
building program is completely ei 
eluded) and no general sen-ice trawl 
ers. or tugs, or handy craft bnllt to 
government order. 


All Actual Fighting Ships. 


All are actual fighting ships, carry 


ing guns and, designed—each within 
its own sphere.of action—for taking 
part in naval'operations. The list is 
composed .of battleships, battle-cruis- 
ers; fight cruisers, destroyers, subma 
rines, an armed merchant cruiser, 
seaplane 
carrier, 
monitors, mine- 


sweepers, those.new vessels known 
"sloops," but which are really little 
.light cruisers or low speed destroyers 
.gunboats, patrol boats, hospital steam 
ers, and also those Q boats and P 
•boats of which so very little could be 
said while the war was on, or can be 
•said even yet for that matter. 
• It is an extraordinary list, and as 
tabulated, it looks more like a navy 
'in-itself than'the record of the work 
iof one river during the war. It is 
.headed by that great Sheffield-Clyde- 
.bank firm, Messrs. John Brown & Co., 
; Limited, who turned out no fewer than 
forty-seven vessels of 155,153 tons and 
1,563,500 horse power, and in whose 
work there were included the great 
battleship Burham and the great bat- 
tle cruisers Tiger and Bepulse, not to 
speak of the still greater Hood,- aboul 
which even yet nothing can be said 
except that, she exists, and is being 
completed at Clydelbank. 


The Hood was the greatest of all 


British mystery ships. 
She and the 


Kodney (at another Clyde yard—that 
of the Fairfield company) would have 
been the great surprise packets of the 
war. In speed and gun-power they 
were to have exceeded anything afloat, 
and what they were intended for only 
our naval authorities and the builders 
knew. Only the Hood, however, will 
be completed. 


AVhen it became evident that the of- 


fensive power of Germany was waning, 
and that the naval power of Great 
Britain and her allies was overwhelm- 
ingly sufficient for all likely _ possi- 
bilities, the question of proceeding 
with the construction of two such 
great vessels came up for serious con- 
sideration. If they were not to be 
required for' this war they would be 
lost, as they could never be required 
again. Even granting the possibility 
of another war they would be out of 
date before It came. 


Decision to Complete Hood. 


But while the Rodney was in the 


early stages of her construction at 
Fairfield, the Hood was well advanced 
at Ciydebank. So it was decided to 
complete the Hood as a'great speci- 
men of tile latest in British naval 
architecture, bnt to scrap all that ex- 
isted of the Rodney. That is how 
we are likely to'have, for many years, 
one great odd ship, capable of out- 
runnlnganoroutranglng any-other ship 
of war afloat—unless it should unfor- 
tunately be the case that it will be 
necessary to carry naval designs still 
further, build still larger, faster and 
more heavily armed vessels. 


Meantime the Hood is the world's 


greatest fighting ship, and if ever the, 
Institution of Naval •Architects are al- 
lowed to discuss her designs In public, 
there should be revelations of extra- 
ordinary interest. 


But it is really in .marine engineer- 


ing that the year 1918 and the war 
period as a-whole has been extraordi- 
nary.
